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MEMOIR OF THE REV. CLAUDIUS BUCHANAN, D.D. 


LATE VICE PROVOST OF THE COLLEGE OF FORT WILLIAM, BENGAL,

OUR Memoir left Dr. Buchanan Vice-Provoft of the 
College at Fort William, in Bengal ; to which he was appointed 
by Lord Wellesley (now the Marquis) who formed the higheft 
expectations from his ‘ abilities, learning, temper, and morals ;’* 
in which he was not difappointed. Indeed, it was not for a man 
of his energy to be inaétive, or even to content himfelf with a 
regular routine of duty. Dr. B. had not long been here before 
he projeéted a tour, which might materially ferve the caufe of 
true religion and of the Scriptures. The fuperintendants of the 
above college had, before this period, entered into correfpondence 
with intelligent perfons, in order to afcertain ‘the State of Chrifti- 
anity and of Superftition in Afia;’ but the accounts received 
were, in many inftances, fo vague and contradiétory, that they 
could not well be reconciled, much lefs depended upon. Dr. B. 
therefore ‘conceived the defign of devoting the laf year or two of 
his refidence inthe Eaft, to purpofes of local examination and in- 
quiry. With this view he travelled through the peninfula of India 
by land, from Calcutta to Cape Comorin, a continent extending 
through 14 degrees of latitude, and vifited Ceylon thrice ; and he 
foon difeovered that a perfon may refide all his life in Bengal, 
and yet know almoft as little of other countries in India (for in-

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ftance, of Travancore, Ceylon, Goa, or Madura, of their man- 
ners, cuftoms, habits, and religion) as if he had never left England. 
The principal objects of this tour were, to inveftigate the ftate of 
fuperftition at the moft celebrated temples of the Hindoos ; to 
examme the churches and libraries of the Romifh, Syrian, and 
Proteftant Chriftians ; to afcertain the prefent ftate and recent 
hiftory of the Jews in the Eaft ; and to difcover what perfons 
might be fit inftruments for the promotion of learning in their 
refpective countries, and for maintaining a future correfpondence 
on the fubject of difleminating the Scriptures in India. In purfuit 
of thefe objeéts, the author vifited Cuttack, Ganjam, Vizigapatam, 
Samulcotta, Rajamundry, Ellore, Ongole, Nellore, Madras, Mail- 
apoor, Pondicherry, Cudalore, Tranquebar, Tanjore, ‘T'richinopoly, 
Aughoor, Madura, Palamcotta, Ramnad, Jaffnapatam, Colunibo, 
Manaar, Tutecorin, Angengo, Quilon, Cochin, Cranganor, Vera- 
poli, Calicut, Tellicherry, Goa, the Pirate Coaft, and other places 
between Cape Comorin and Bombay; the interior of Travancore 
and the interior of Malabar; alfo feven principal temples of 
the Hindoos, viz. Seemachalum in the Telinga country, Chillum- 
brum, Seringham, Madura, Ramifleram, Elephanta, and Jugger- 
naut. 

‘ After this tour, the author returned to Calcutta, where he 
remained about three quarters of a year longer ; and then vilited 
the Jews and Syrian Chriftians in Malabar and Travancore a 
fecond time, before his return to England.’ 

The Doctor’s vifit to the Inquifition at Goa, in 1808, difcovers 
a degree of courage and fortitude not often met with in the cleri- 
cal profeffion. It is proper to remark, however, that at this period 
the forts of the harbour were in the hands of Britifh troops, in or- 
der to protect them from the French; but the government was 
Portugueze, and refided in New Goa, at the mouth of the river, 
while Old Goa was given up almoft entirely to the priefts and 
the Inquifition, whofe authority is fo above control, that there is 
no power in India that can even queftion it. This inftitution was 
founded nearly three centuries fince ; and has been defervedly in- 
famous for the torturing and burning of heretics ; on which ac- 
count it was fuppreffed by royal edi@, in 1775 ; but was reftored 
in 1779, under fome new regulations, which tend rather to conceal 
than to prevent its cruelties. Old Goa contains a magnificent 
cathedral, and about 200 churches; and is inhabited by about 
2000 priefts. Dr. Buchanan, accompanied by two Britifh officers 
and one Portugueze, in the Regent’s barge, arrived in the city 
about two o’clock on the Sunday afternoon; and after takin 
fome refrefhment, went to view the principal churches, which 
opened fce mafs at three o’elock. In the evening the Doctor was 
introduced by Major Pareira to the chief of the convent of the 
Auguttines, who proved to be himfelf one of the moft attive of the 
Inquiftors. In confequence of this iatroduction, Dr. B. expreff- 
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ing awifh to ftop fome days at Goa, he wasinvited to take up his 
abode here ; and actually refided feveral days in rooms adjoining 
to thofe of the Inquifitor himfelf. During this time he had fre- 
quent interviews with him; and often endeavoured to draw him 
into converfation on the rules and conduét of the Inquifition. Af- 
ter two or three days he had the boldnefs to fhew him the work of 
Dellon,t in French ; and to queftion him on the truth of its ftate- 
ments. 

¢ Relation de l’Inquifition de Goa,’ pronounced he, with a flow, 
articulate voice. He had never feen it before ; and began to read 
with eagernefs. He had not proceeded far, before he betrayed 
evident fymptoms of uneafinefs. He turned haftily to the middle 
of the book, and then to the end, and then ran over the table of 
contents at the beginning, as if to afcertain the full extent of the 
evil. He then compofed himfelf to read, while I continued to 
write. He turned over the pages with rapidity; and when he 
came to acertain place, he exclaimed, in the broad Italian accent, 
Mendacium ! mendacium! I requefted he would mark thofe paffa- 
ges which were untrue, and we fhould difcufs them afterwards, 
or that I had other books on the fubject. ‘ Other books,” faia 
he, and he looked with an enquiring eye on thofe on the table. 
He continued reading till it was time to retire to reft, and then 
begged to take the book with him. 

¢ It was on this night that a circumftance happened which cauf- 
ed my firft alarm at Goa. My fervants flept every night at my 
ehamber-door, in the long gallery which is common to all the 
apartments, and not far diftant from the fervants of the convent. 
About midnight I was awaked by loud fhrieks and expreffions 
of terror, from fome perfon in the gallery. In the firft moment of 
furprife I concluded it muft be the Alguazils of the Holy Office, 
feizing my fervants to carry them to the Inquifition. But, on 
going out, [ faw my own fervants ftanding at the door, and the 

rfon who had canfed the alarm (a boy of about fourteen) at 2 
ittle diftance, furrounded by fome of the priefts, who had 
come out.of their cells on hearing the noife. ‘he boy faid he 
had feen a /peGre ; and it was a confiderable time before the agita- 
tions of his body and voice fubfided.—Next morning at breakfaft 
the Inquifitor apologized for the difturbance, and faid the boy’s 
alarm proceeded from a phanta/ma animi,—a phantafm of the 
imagination. , 

‘After breakfaft we refumed the fubje& of the Inquifition. 
the Inquifitor admitted that Dellon’s defcriptions of the dungeons, 
of the torture, of the mfode of trial, and of the Auto da Fé were,

in general, juft ; but he faid the writer judged untruly of the mo- 
tives of the Inquifitors, and very uncharitably of the charaéter 
of the Holy Church ; and I admitted that, under the preflure of 
his peculiar fuffering, this might poflibly be the cafe. The Inquifi- 
tor was now anxious to know to-what extent Dellon’s book had 
been circulated in Europe. I told him that Picart had publifhed 
to the world extraéts from it, in his celebrated work called * Relig- 
ious Ceremonies,’ together with plates of the fyftem of torture and 
burnings at the Autoda Fe. I added that it was now generally 
believed in Europe that thefe enormities no longer exifled, and 
that the Inquifition itfelf had been totally fuppreffed ; but that I 
was concerned to find that this was not the caie.* 

The Protestant reader will, probably, be furprifed that Dr. B. 
was not for his prefumption locked up as cloie as Mr. Dellon ; 
but he muft recolleé that, at this period, both the government 
and the Inquifition were under the proteétion of the Britifh milita- 
ry power, under whofe fanétion Dr. B. had been introduced, and 
but for which the French woula ‘probably have annihilated both 
the Inquifition and the Portugueze authority in India ; and this is 
not the only inftance in which the Catholic Church, fo called, has 
been proteéted by Britifh cannon ; for which the Pope himfelf has 
exprefled his gratitude, in the confecration of a ftandard for the 
Prince Regent’s Auftrian regiment of Huffars + 

But to return to our narrative.—Notwithitanding the above 
alarm, Dr. B. proceeded in his inquiries ; and tucceeded fo far as 
to be permitted to view the great kall of the Inquifition ; and, by 
a manceuvre, obtained a glimpfe of the court while fitting ; but to 
view the cells and the victims they inclofed, could not be 
permitted.{ 

Soon atter this adventure, Dr. Buchanan returned to England. 
He had defigned to come over land, to vifit Mefopotamia and Ju- 
dea ; but was difluaded, on account of the unfettled flate of many 
of the countries he would have to pais through. Avs his tour had 
been in a great meafure with a view to afcertain the flate of the 
Scriptures in the Eaft, his report contains the melancholy informa- 
tion of their fcarcity, both among the Syrian Chriftians and the 
Catholics. Among a colony of 2000 priefts in the colleges of 
Goa, he laments ‘a total eclipfe ot fcriptural light.’ ¢ 1 pafsan 
hour fometimes,’ he fays, ‘ in the fpacious library of the Augutti-

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nian Gonvent, and think myfelf fuddenly tranfported into one of 
the libraries of Cambridge. There are many rare volumes ; but 
they are chiefly theological, and almoft all of the 16th century. 
There are few claflics ; and 1 have not yet feen one copy of the 
original Scriptures, either in Hebrew o1 Greek, It was, however, 
afcertained that fome of the prietts would be glad to receive the 


' Bible, either in the Latin or Portugueze languages. 


Another object of Dr B.’s Eaitern ‘l our was to procure ancient 
and valuable copies of the original Scriptures ; and he fucceeded 
in procuring feveral Hebrew and Syriac MSS. which he depofited 
in the Univerfity ot Cambridge, and employea Mr. Yeates ( Kdi- 
tor of the Hebrew Grammar) in arranging and collating them. 
In 1812 Mr. Yeates produced, accordingly, a quarto volume, 
which was printed at the Univerfity Preis, under the following 
title :—** The Collation of an Indian Copy of the Pentateuch, 
with Preliminary Kemarks, containing an exact Deicription of the 
MS. and a notice of fome others, Hebrew and Syriac. Alfoa 
Collation and Defcription of a MS. Koll of the Book of Either, 
and the Magillah of Ahafuerus, from the Hebrew Copy, original- 
ly extant on the brazen tablets of Goa ;” with a Tranflation by 
the Collator, and a Preface by Dr. Marfh, the Editor of Mi- 
chaelis. 

Befide this teftimony of refpect to his A/ma Mater, Dr. B. had 
offered sool. each for Prize Eflays at both Univerlities, on propa- 
gating Chriflianity in India. That at Oxtord was awarded te 
the Rev. H. Pearfon ; but that at Cambridge, by Mr. Cunning- 
ham, failed, owing to its being delivered too late to the Examiner ; 
but both were printed, as were feveral other prize eflays and po- 
ems on collateral fubjects. 

Dr. B. by the enjoyment of a liberal income in India, which he 
managed with economy, came over to England in circumftances 
very different trom thofe in which he went. Part of his property, 
we have feerl, was dedicated to the caufe of Chriftianity and Sa- 
cred Literature. He was not, however, unmindful of his perfonal 
obligations to Mr. Thornton. Before his return he remitted to 
that gentleman £. 400, being the {um expended on his education, 
with the warmeit expreflions of gratitude, and with the more 
pleafure, as it would enable that benevolent gentleman to fhew 
the fame kindnefs to fome other poor and pious fludent. By 
the fame conveyance he alfo remitted £.50. to the friend who had 
firft direéted his fteps to St. Mary Woolnoth’s, having heard that 
a feries of dark providences had brought him into circumftances 
of neceflity, which continuing after Dr. B.’s return, he empowered 
a friend to pay him a {mali annuity weekly ; and at his death gave 
£,.20 additional for his funeral expenfes. 

After his return to England, Dr. B. intimated a wifh to make 
a fecond Eaftern Tour to Mefopotamia and the Holy Land. In 
the former country he had the names of an hundred churches, 
which he had a defire to fee, and afterwards te vifit the Syriac 
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Prefs at Mount Lebanon, to touch at Alexandria, from thence 
to proceed to Greece and the Ifles of the Archipelago ; and the 
whole with the fame views of encouraging facred literature and 
the circulating of the Scriptures. The debilitated flate of his 
health, however, not permitting him to undertake this journey, he 
employed himfelf ufefully in promoting the fame caufe at home, 
Latterly he retired to the village of Broxbourne, in Kent, and de- 
voted ufually nine hours a day to prepare an edition of the Syriac 
Scriptures, for the ufe of the Syrian Chriftians in India. In Janu. 
ary laft he was fummoned to attend the grave of his friend and 
patron, Henry Thornton, Esq.; and on the ninth of the next 
month he was called fuddenty to follow him to the world of happy 
fpirits, at the age of forty-eight years ; but if the length of his life 
were calculated from the number and variety of his fervices in 
the caufe of religion, he muft be pronounced much older. 

His literary productions, indeed, were not numerous ; but they 
were all directed to one point, the promotion of Chriftianity in the 
Eaft. His principal work was that very interefting one, the 
Chriftian Kefearches, which has gone through a number of editions. 
Befide thefe, he printed an account of the Firft Four Years of the 
College of Fort William, and feveral Sermons, which have been 
fince collected into a volume, one of which was for the Church 
Miffionary Society; and another (the Star in the Eaft) which 
was preached at Briftol on his return from India, has pafled 
through many editions, and excited much of the public attention 
to Eaftern Miffions. 

A favourite obje& with Dr. B. was, an Ecclefiaftical Eftablifh- 
ment for Britifh India. His Memoir on this fubject was, we be- 
lieve, his firft publication. In his Chriftian Refearches he has 
printed a letter from Bifhop Watfon on the fame fubject ; and 
one of his Jaft publications was an appeal to Parliament on the 
importance of a Colonial Eftablifhment in India. Our opinion on 
this and the Doétor’s other publications, may be feen m the pre- 
ceding volumes of our Magazine referred to below.* He lived to 
fee his wifhes on the above fubjeé& realized, in part at leaft; and 
a Bifhop and two Archdeacons appointed for India a little before 
his death. 

The Doctor was twice married. His firft wife died, as already 
mentioned, on her paflage to England; and his fecond was a 
Mifs Thompfon, the daughter of Mr. Thompion, of Purby Hall, 
near Boroughbridge, in Yorkfhire, whom he married after his

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return to England ; but he had no children by her ; and the lady 
herfelf died before him. 

Astothe Doétor’s charatter, it is already fo well eftablifhed, 
both for piety and learning, as to need no encomium. An inti- 
mate friend of his, to whom we are indebted for fome of the ma- 
terials of this Memoir, obferves :—‘ He carried about him a deep 
fenfe of the reality of religion as a principle of aétion: with him 
it was more than notions ; and from various converfations which 
I recolle& with him, I could ftrongly infer how much he laboured 
to poflefs purity of heart.’

The printing prefs, alfo, was 
preferved, though the Burman types were irrecoverably lof. 
Mr. Carey was at Calcutta, in the fervice of the Burman governs 


ment. The fociety are about to fend a miffionary to Ceylon, to 
afift Mr. Chater.

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Rowe to Mr. SarFrery. 


Liguh, Dec. 15, 1814. 


We have feen the Rev. Mr. Corrie in his way to Cal- 
cutta, from whence he intends proceeding to England. God has 
greatly blefled his labours among the natives at Agra ; and it is 
a great trialto him to leave his work. His Majefty’s 24th regi- 
ment is now on the frontiers of Napaul, and we are anxioufly 
Waiting to hear from them. We had many happy feafons with 
our brethren in the regiment, while at Dinapore. Had they re- 
mained a little longer, I have no doubt but the congregation 
would have increafed, and we fhould have been under the neceflity 
of enlarging the place they built for public worfhip. Previous tc 
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their departure, two or three had been propofed for baptifm, but 
did not join the church, as the time they allow for candidates had 
not expired. The brethren fay, they have no trouble to watch 
each other for the purpofe of feeing whether their outward con- 
duct agrees with the gofpel or not; for any thing of this fort 
flies through the regiment almoft like lightning There are many 
pious menin this church. The day three weeks after we had 
buried my Elizabeth, we did the fame with our dear brother Gib- 
fon, their firft paftor. He died triumphantly. All the brethren 
obtained liberty to attend his funeral. Two of their officers were 
prefent. A {mall monument is to be erected over his grave. On 
the following Lord’s day, I preached a funeral fermon for him in 
their place-of worfhip. There were upwards of 300 prefent. 

After his death they chofe brother Colfell for one of their paf- 
tors, who was fet apart to the work at our place, at Digah. The 
minifters prefent on this occafion, would have prefented a fingular 
appearance in your table pew. Brethren Moor, Thompfon, and 
myfelf in black, brother Worrel, who is drum-major, in a green 
jacket trimmed with filver lace; brother Brett, who is one of the 
band, in a white jacket, with cord of various colours ; and broth- 
er Colfell, who is a corporal, with a red jacket trimmed with 
white. A fabbath or two before they left, 1 adminiftered the 
Lord’s fupper to them, in their own place of worfhip. It was the 
firft time they had it among themfelves. There were many {pec- 
tators prefent; and, to ufe our brethren’s expreffion, it cauled 
much talk about their King, in the barracks. 

We had feveral meetings for prayer with them previous to their 
going. Our hearts were united in love, and our parting was 
affecting on both fides. May the Lord be their fhield in the day 
of battle! Our Digah congregation continues much as ufual. 
We have lately reftored our native brother, Brindabund, who, 
with Ramprefad, is very active in prociaiming the glad tidings of 
falvation. We have a Byragee, and another native, who give us 
fome hope. The former has cut off his beard, and eats with our 
brethren. Our native brethren are of great ufe to us in fuperin- 
tending the Hindooftanee fchools. Brother Thompfon has lately 
baptized a country-born young man, of the name of Fowles. He 
lives near Gyah, which is about fixty miles to the fouthward 
of us. In connexion with an elder brother he owns fifteen villa- 

es. We hope this will be an opening for the preaching of the 
gofpel in the vicinity of Gyah, which is a very populous city.

AUXILIARY SOCIETY, GLASGOW, 
In aid of the Baptist Missions and Translations in India. 


Ar a meeting, held in the hall of the Black Bull Inn, 
Glafgow, on the 5th of November, it was unanimoufly refolved, 
to form a fociety with the above defignation. The funds of this 
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fociety are to be applied to the fupport of the miffion in general, 
including the {chools and tranflations ; or of the f{chools, or tranf- 
lations of the fcriptures, in particular, as the fubfcribers fhall 
direct, 

The meeting was numeroufly and refpectably attended. Jobn 
Morrifon, Efq. of Craigends, being called to the chair ;—the Rev. 
Greville Ewing, the Rev Dr. Balfour, the Rev. Thomas Chal- 
mers, the Rev. Ralph Wardlaw, and Dr. Ja. Watt, addreffed 
the aflembly. Allthe motions were carried with the moft cordial 
unanimity ; while the liberality and harmony fo eminently 
difplayed inthe addrefles, and which regulated the whole pro- 
ceedings, evinced how deeply all thofe who were prefent felt 
interefted in the fuccefs of the fociety. About £300. has been 
already fubfcribed. 


~ YORK AND LANCASHIRE SOCIETY. 


On Wednefday, the 1ft inftant, was formed, at York-ftreet 
Chapel, Manchefter, a fociety for aiding the Baptift Miffionary 
Society in its great objects, and denominated, Zhe York/bire and 
Lancafbire Afiflant Baptiff Miffionary Society. Mr. Langdon, of 
Leeds, preached, on the preceding evening, from Luke ii. 32. 
A light to lighten the Gentiles : and the glory of thy people Ifrael. On 
the Wednefday morning, Dr. Fawcett, of Hebden Bridge, 
preached from [faiah lit. 10. The Lord hath made bare his holy 
arm in the eyes of all the nations ; and all the ends of the earth fhall 
fee the falvation of our God. Mr. Henry Pope was then called to 
the chair, and the fociety was formed by pafling various refolu- 
tions. Mr. W. Hope, of Liverpool, was chofen Treafurer, and 
Mr. W. Stéphens, of Manchefter, Secretary to the Society. In 
the evening, Mr. Steadman, of Bradford, preached from Pfalm 
Ixxit. 17. Men jfhall be bleffed in him : all nations fball call him bleffed. 

More than twenty minifters were prefent on the occafion ; 
and many perfons attended from different congregations, both in 
Yorkfhire and Lancafhire. All prefent appeared to enter warm- 
ly into the fpirit of the great object: and, we truft, the effe& of 
the meeting will be, in the numerous churches cf thefe counties, 
a growing zeal for the fpread of the gofpel among the nations 
of the earth. Nearly £200. were colleéted on the occafion. 

The fociety agreed to meet again on on the firft Wednefday in 
September, 1816, at Liverpool.

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Mt a meeting of Miniflers anda few Members, Deputies from the thres 
Welfo Affoications, held at feven in the morning, and adjourned to 
three in the afternoon, at the Baptift. Meeting-houfe, on Wednefday, 
Fuly 19, 1815, the Rev. Dr. Ryland in the chair, the following 
Refolutions were propofed and carried :— 


Refolved, 1. That it appears defirable to this meeting,’ that 
every exertion fhould be made, throughout the principality of 
Wales, to affift in the propagation of the gofpel in India, in Ire- 
land, and in the darker places of our own country. 

2. That in order to the accomplifhment of this object, the 
principality fhould be divided into fix diftriéts, viz. two in each 
affociation ; that an annual meeting be held in each of thefe dif- 
triéts, and that one minifter from each diftri&t in South Wales, 
be appointed to preach at each of thofe annual meetings: and, 
that as many as can attend, do affift the brethren in North Wales. 

3- That itis highly defirable, that each minilter, throughout 
Wales, fhould endeavour to get as many annual fubfcribers as 
he can, towards the fupport of this fociety ; and that an annual 
fubicriber of 10/ 6d. fhall be confidered asa member of the 
Welfh Baptift Miffionary Society in each difirit; and every 
contributor of five guineas at once, fhall be confidered as a mem- 
ber for life. 

4. That a committee, to manage the concerns of this fociety, 
and the time and places for holding the next miflionary meetings, 
in each diftriét, be fixed upon at the next public meetings of 
minifters in each affociation in Wales. 

5. That the cordial thanks of this meeting be presented to the 
Rev. Mefirs. Kemp, Luke, Davies, and their congregations, for 
the ufe of their refpeéctive places of worfhip, and liberal contribu- 
tions in furtherance of the defigns of this meeting. 

6. That the grateful: acknowledgments of this meeting be 
prefented to the Rev. Dr. Ryland, and the Rev. Meffrs. Hall 
and Roberts, for their ready attendance, and moft able affiftance, 
on the prefent occafion. 

7. That the Rev. J. Harries, of Swanfea, be requefted to draw 
up a fhort addrefs to the Baptift churches, and’ other friends to 
miffionary exertions, in favour of the object of the above refolu- 
tions; the fame to be printed both in the Welfh and Englifh 
languages, and {ent to all the churches in Wales.

AMERICAN INTELLIGENCE. 


A rew days fince I received a letter from the Rev. 

Thomas Brook, of Baltimore, in Maryland. It contains pleafing 
information of the progrefs of God’s work throughout the Ameri- 
can continent. It was accompanied with the * Firft Annual 
Report of the Baptift Board of Foreign Miffions for the United 
States ;” fome notice of which was given in your laft number. 

Scattered through the report are interefting accounts of Female 
Societies formed in aid of miffions. Icannot believe, that the 
American ladies are fuperior to the -Britifh in any thing great or 
lovely, in knowledge, in piety, in humanity, or in zeal. Shall the 
Americans earry away the palm of victory, without a conteft? 
Through the medium of your magazine let me ftate to my | 
fair countrywomen, what their tranfatlantic fifters are doing. I 
afk them to confider it; and feel and aét as they have done : 
hitherto; and much will be effeéted. At New York is a Bap- 
tift Female Society for the Promotion of Foreign Miffions. At 
Cincinnati, in the Ohio, is another. At Frederickfburg is another. 
At Bolton, fo far back as Oétober 1800, was formed a Female 
Society for Miffionary Purpofes. At Providence. Rhode Ifland, 
the Baptift ladies formed the Mite Society, in Nov. 1806, by 
which 800 dollars have already been colle&ted. At Charlefton, S. 
Carolina, is the Wadmalau and Edifto Female Mite Society. 
Many fimilar inftitutions exift, fays the report, of which no par- 
ticular intelligence can be furnifhed. The American Baptifts 
have felected the large, populous, and central empire of Burmah 
for the firft field of their miffionary efforts. On this ground, 
they will unite with their Englifh brethren, and employ their 
conjoined exertions to diffufe the knowledge and love of our Re- 
deemer, among a molt depraved and degraded part of the human 
{pecies. Mr. Judfon, refident there, has been adopted as their 
miffionary, and Mr. Hough, in America, has lately been defigna- 
ted to be his fellow-labourer in Burmah. 

It is delightful and profitable to notice the coincidences of 
providential arrangement, and of divine influence. A very ftrik- 
ing evidence is furnifhed by this report, that, about the fame 
time, and on both fides of the Atlantic, a divine energy was ex- 
erted upon the Baptift denomination, to excite a fpirit of love, 
and zeal, and active operation among themfelves, as a body, in 
behalf of Chrift’s kingdom at large. In May, 18:4, was held 
the fir meeting of the Baptift Miffionary Convention in America. 
About the fame time, was held the public annual meeting, ia 
London, of the Baptift Union. Our American brethren have 
caught the flame which has been burning and fpreading in our 
land thefe 20 years. May they nourifh and increafe it, till all 
their neighbours fee its brightnefs, and feel its warmth. 
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The death of Sutcliff is refpeffully mentioned in the report. 
What will be the impreffion on the American fhores, when the 
mournful intelligence is {pread that Fuller alfo has been called 
home by his Matter, from his works of faith, an labours of love ? 
At this very time, when we feel moft acutely our need of aid; of 
advice, of comfort, of encouragement, intelligence reaches us, that 
our American brethren are embarking their ftrength in the fame 
arduous conteft. Let us then be fellow-helpers in the Lord, and 
combine our every effort to {pread the triumphs of the crofs from 
pole to pole. Amen, let the earth be filled with Immanuel’s 
glory. [am yours, &c.

INTELLIGENCE FROM BURMAH. 


Extra&ts from Mrs. Jupson’s Journal and Letter to 
her Sifters, dated at Rangoon, began Sept. 2d. 1814, and con- 
tinued till September, 1815. 


Dear Sifters, 
Not more refrefhing to the thirfty lips of the fons of Af. 


ric is the cooling ftream; not more luxurious to the meagre, half- 
ftarved native Andaman is a morfel of food, than your letters to 
our weary, and almoft famifhed focial feelings. Two long years 
and a half had elapfed fince we left our native country without 
our hearing one word from any of our American friends. Thir- 
teen months of this have been fpent in the cruel, avaricious, be- 
nighted country of Burmah, without a fingle Chriftian friend, or 
female companion of any kind. 

Our home is in the Miflion houfe built by the Englifh Baptift 
Society, on the firft arrival of Meffrs. Chater and Carey in this 
country. It is large and convenient, fituated in a rural place 
about half a mile from the walls of the town. We have a gar- 
den inclofed, containing about twe acres of ground full of fruit 
trees of various kinds. In the dry feafon, our fituation is very 
agreeable; as we often enjoy a pleafant walk, within our own 
[inclofure,] or in fome of the adjoining villages. 

September 20. This is the firft Sabbath that we have united in 
commemorating the dying love of Chrift at his table. Though 
but two in number, we felt the command as binding, and the priv- 
ilege as great as if there were more, and we have mdeed found it 
refrefhing to our fouls. 

December 13. To-day, for the firft time, I have vifited the 
wife of the Viceroy. I was introduced to her by a French lady, 
who has frequently vifited her. When we firft arrived at the gov- 
ernment houfe, fhe was not up, confequently, we had to wait fome 
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time. But the inferior wives of the Viceroy diverted us much by 
their curiofity, in minutely examining every thing we had on, and 
by trying on our gloves, bonnets, &c. At laft her Highnefs mace 
her appearance, dreffed richly in the Burman fafhion, with a long 
filver pipe at her mouth fmoaking. At her approach, all the oth- 
er wives took their feats at a refpectful diftance, and fat in a crouch- 
ing polture without {peaking. She received me very politely, took 
me by the hand, feated me upon a mat, and herfelf by me. She 
exculed herfelt for not coming in fooner, faying, fhe was unwell. 
One of her women brought her a bunch of flowers, of which fhe 
took feveral and ornamented my cap. She was very inquifitive 
whether I had a hufband and children, whether I was my huf- 
bane’s firft wite,(meaning by this, whether I was the higheft among 
them, ) fuppofing my hufband like the Burmans had many wives; 
and whether I intended tarrying long in the country, &c. 

When the Viceroy came in, I really trembled; for I never be. 
fore beheld fuch a favage looking creature. His long robe, and 
enormous fpear not a little increafed my dread. He {poke to me, 
however, very condefcendingly, and afked if I would drink fome 
rum or wine. When I arofe to go, [her Highnefs] again took 
my hand, told me fhe was happy to fee me, that I muft come to 
fee her every day; for { was like a fifterto her. She led me to 
the door,and I made my falam and departed. My only objeé in 
vifiung her was, that if we ihould get into any difficulty with the 
Burmans, I could have accefs to her when perhaps it would not 
be poffible for Mr. Judfon to get accefs to the Viceroy. One can 
Obiain almoft any favour from her, by making a {mall prefent. 
We intend to have as little to do with government people as pof- 
fibie, as our ufefulneis will probably be among the common people. 
Mr. Judfon lately vifited the Viceroy, when he fcarcely deigned to 
look at him, as Englifh men are no uncommon fights in this coun- 
try; but an Englifh female is quite a curiofity. 

January 11, 1815. Yefterday we left the Miffion houfe, and 
moved into one in town, partly through fear of robbers, and part- 
ly for the fake of being more with the natives, and learning more 
of their habits and manners, We fhall alfo be in a way of getting 
the language much quicker, as we fhall hear it fpoken much more 
frequently than we could in our other houfe. 

Jan. 18. Our ears are continually filled with the intelligence 
of robberies and murders. Laft night a band of 15 or 20, attack- 
ed a houfe very near the one we had juft left; and after ftabbing 
the owner, robbed the houfe of every thing they could find. The 
robbers were armed with large knives, {pears and guns, which put 
all the people around in fuch fear, that none dared to go to the 
affiftance of the fufferers. This evening Mr. Judfon and myfelf 
went to fee the poor man who was ftabbed. We found him lying 
in his bed in great diftrefs, furrounded by his Burman friends, 
who appeared to fympathize in his afiisuon. The poor man was

anxious to know if Mr. Judfon could tell whether he would live 
b; feeling of his puife; but Mr. Judfon told him he was not a 
d o¢tor. 7 

The Viceroy is very much enraged at this daring attempt, 
and has feat one of his principal officers with three hundred men 
in fearch of them. All thefe things teach us the great need of 
the gotpel among this poor people. They alfo teach us the need 
of being conftantly prepared for a fudden violent death. O that 
the time may foon come when this people will be able to read 
the fcriptures of truth in their own language, and believe 
in that Saviour who is not only able to fave them from fuch 
dreadful crimes, but to fave their immortal fouls from eternal 
mifery. a 

Jan. 20. In confequence of the robbery committed a few 
days ago, the Viceroy ordered feven thieves to be executed. It 
was dark when they arrived at the place of execution. They 
were tied up by the hands and feet, and then cut open, and left 
with their bowels hanging out. They are to remain a fpedtacle to 
others for three days, and then to be buried. ‘Their immortal 
fouls entered the eternal world, without having ever heard of 
him who was put to death as a malefadtor. 

A native of refpectability came into our houfe foon after the 
execution, and Mr. Jucfon afked him where the fouls of the rob- 
bers were gone? He faid he did not know; and afked, if the 


‘fouls of wicked men did not enter into other bodies, and live in 


this world again?) Mr. J. told him no, but they were fixed im- 
moveably in another flate of exiftence. 

Jan. 22. To-day we have witnefled the Burman ceremonies 
of burying a perfon of rank and refpectability. He was nephew 
to the prefent Viceroy, and fon of a neighbouring governour. 
He was killed in Kangoon accidentally by the difcharge of his 
gun. The proceflion was formed by a number of Burmans arm- 
ed with {pears and bamboos to keep the croud inorder. Some 
of the inferior members of government next, then all the articles 
of ufe and wearing apparel of the deceafed ; fuch as his beetle 
box, drinking cup, {pitting pot, looking glafs, &c. The father 
and train preceded; the wife, mother and fifters followed the 
corpfe in palankeens. The Viceroy, wife, and family on large 
elephants, concluded: the proceffion. The croud followed pro- 
mifcuoufly ; it was very great. All the petty governours and 
principal inhabitants of Rangoon were prefent ; yet there was as 
perfect order and regularity as there could have been in a Chrif- 
tian country. The corpfe was carried fome way out of town, to a 
large pagoda, and burnt, when the bones were colleéted to be 
buried. At the place of burning, great quantities of fruit, cloth 
and money were diftributed among the poor, by the parents of 


the youth who died. 
Jan. 27. To-day we were informed of the affaflination of 
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the governour of the country the other fide of the river. (On the 
oppofite of the river there is a province of the Burman empire, 
governed by one who is not under the control of the Viceroy of 
Rangoon.) He was returning from the great funeral above 
mentioned, had nearly reached his houfe, when a man on a fudden 
ftarted up, and with one ftroke fevered his head from his body. 
In the buftle and confufion of his attendants, the murderer efcap- 
ed. ‘The affaflin, however, was found, and the plot difcovered. 
it had its origin with the head Reward of the governour, who 
intended, after the execution of his mafter, to feize on his 
property, go up to the king, and buy the office which his matter 
had lately fuftained. He was put to the torture, and the above 
confeflion extorted from him. He was [afterwards] put to ceath 
in a molt cruel manner, having molt of his bones broken, and 
left to Janguifh out his miferable exilience in a prifon in chains. 
He lived five or fix days in this dreadful condition. All who 
were concerned with him were puniihed in various ways. All 
the immenfe property of this governour goes to the king, as he 
left no children, though feveral wives remain. 

Sabbath-day, March 20. ‘To-day as ufual we came to our 
houfe out of town, that we mighi enjoy the Sabbath in a {till 
quiet way. We had but jult arrived when one of the fervants 
informed us that there was a fire near the town. We haftened 
to the place whence the fire proceeded, and beheld feveral -houfes 
all in flames, in a range which led directly tothe town; and as 
we faw no exertions to extinguifh it, we concluded the whole 
town would be deftroyed. We fet off immediately for our houfe 
in town, that we might remove our furniture, and things that 
were there; but whenwe cameto the town gate, it was fhut. 
The poor people in their fright had fhut the gate, ignorantly 
imagining they could fhut the fire out, though the walls and gate 
were made entirely of wood. After waiting, however, for fome 
time, the gate was opened, and in a fhort time we removed 
in fafety all our things into the miflion hovfe. The fire 
continued to rage all day, and {wept away almoft all the town, 
walls, gates, &c. We felt gratetul to God, that nota hair of 
our heads was injured; and that while thoufand of families were 
deprived of a fhelter from the burning fun, we had a comfortable 
houfe, and the neceflaries of life. ‘hough we are here expoted 
to thieves and robbers, yet He who has preferved us in every 
emergency is ftill our truft and confidence, and is ftill able to pro- 
tect us. We feel that our privileges and enjoyments are fo far 
fuperior to all around us, that inftead of complaining of our pri- 
vations in this heathen land, we feel thankful for the many and 
great mercies we enjoy. 

April 16. Mr. Carey has lately returned from Calcutta, and 
much refrefhed our minds with letters and intelligence from our 
friends there. We are fo much debarred from all focial inter- 
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courfe with the reft of the Chriftian world, that the leaft intelli- 
gence we receive from our friends is a great luxury. We feel 
more and more convinced, that the gofpel mutft be introduced in- 
to this country through many trials and difficulties, through much 
felf-denial and earneft prayer. The ftrong prejudices of the Bur- 
mans, their foolifh conceit of fuperiority over other nations, the 
wickednefs of their lives, together with the plaufibility of 
their own religious tenets, makes a formidable appearance 
in the way of their receiving the ftrit requirements of the gofpel 
of Jefus. But all things are poflible with God, and he is our only 
hope and confidence. He can make mountains become valleys, 
aud dried places ftreams of water. 

Aug. zo. .. To-day Mr. Carey, wife and family left us for Ava, 
where they expect to live. We are now alone in this great houfe, 
and almoit alone as it refpects the whole world. We are daily 
expecting dear brother and fifter » when we hope our lonely 
hours will be more than repaid with their fociety. If it were not 
that Burmah prefents fuch an unbounded field for miffionary ex- 
ertions, we could not be contented to flay in this miferable Jand.— 
But we are convinced that we are in the very fituation which our 
heavenly Father would have us to be: and if we were to leave it 
for the fake of enjoying a few more temporal comforts, we fhould 
have no reafon to expett his bleffing on our exertions. 

We frequently receive letters from our Chriftian friends in this 
part of the world, begging us to leave a field fo entirely rough 
and uncultivated, the foil of which is fo unpromifing, and enter 
one which prefents a more plentiful harveft. God grant that we 
may live and die among the Burmans, though we fhould never do 
any thing more than {mvoth the way for others. : 

Sept. 3- Heard the dreadful intelligence of the lofs of Mr. Ca- 
rey’s veflel, wife, and children, and all his property! He barely ef- 
caped with his life. . How foon are all his hopes blafted! He fet 
out to go to Ava in a brig which belonged to the Burman gov- 
ernment, had got his furniture, medicine, wearing apparel, &c. on 
board. The brig had been in the river about ten days, when fhe 
upfet, and immediately went down. Mrs. Carey, two children, 
all the women fervants, and fome of the men fervants who could 
not {wim were loft. Mr. Carey endeavoured to fave his little boy 
(3 years old); but finding himfelf going down, was obliged to 
give up the child. Thus far from my journal. 

As it refpeéts ourfelves, we are bufily employed all day long, 
and I can aflure you we find much pleafure in our employment, 
Could you look into a large open room which we call a verandah, 
you would fee Mr. Judfon bent over his table covered with Bur- 
man books, with his teacher at his fide; a venerable looking man 
in his fixtieth year, with a cloth wrapped round his middle, and a 
handkerchief round his head. ‘They talk and chatter all day long 
without hardly any ceffation. 
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My mornings are bufily employed in giving direétions to the 

fervants, providing food for the family, &c. At ten my teach- 
er comes, when (were you prefent) you might fee me in an 
inner room, at one fide of my ftudy table, and my teacher the 
other, reading Burman, writing, talking, &c. Ihave many more , 
interruptions than Mr. Judfon, as I have the entire management of 
the family. This I took on myfelf for the fake of Mr. Judfon’s 
attending more clofely to the ftudy of the language: yet I have 
found by a year’s experience, that it was the moft direé way I 
could have taken to acquire the language, as I am frequently 
obliged to talk Burman all day. I can talk and underftand others 
better than Mr. Judfon, though he knows really much more about 
the nature and conitruction of the language than I do. 
A new Viceroy has lately arrived, who is much beloved 
and refpected by the people. He vitited us foon after he arrived, 
and told us we mult come to the Government houfe very often. 
We have been once or twice fince, and were treated with much 
more familiarity and refpecét than Burmans are. After he 
had moved into his new houfe, he gave an invitation to all 
the Englifh and Frenchmen to dinner. We did not dare to re- 
fufe, and went. The Viceroy and wife did every thing in their 
power to amufe the companys Among other things was mufic 
and dancing. The elegance of their dancing confifts, in moving 
and turning every joint in their hands, arms, and feet in confo- 
nance with the mufic. The wife of the Viceroy asked me -if I 
knew how to dance in the Englith way ? I told her that it was 
not proper for the wives of priefts to dance. She immediately 
affented, and thought that a fufficient reafon why I fhould not 
dance. She then afked what kind of a teacher Mr. Judfon was. 
I told her (fpeaking in their idiom) that he was a facred teacher, 
that is, a teacher of the will of the true God. She looked at him 
with much refpe&; and feveral times afterwards, when any of her 
relatives came in, fhe would point at Mr. Judfon, faying he was 
a teacher of the law of God, and that I was his wife. 

The Burmans have a very great regard for their priefts. They 
confider them an higher order of beings than other men; this was 
the caufe of the marked attention we received from her Ladyfhip, 

I wilh I could write you fomething about the converfion of the 
Burmans, or their eagernefs to hear the word of life. Mr. Carey 
has never attempted to preach among the natives, fo that we are 
hardly able to judge how the gofpel would be received when pub- 
lickly preached. Yet the firm belief of the Burmans of the divine 
origin of their religion, to human appearance renders it improba- 
ble that they would willingly receive the gofpel. We often con- 
verfe with our teachers and fervants on the object of our coming 
into this country, and tell them if they die in their prefent {tate they 
will furely be loft. But they fay, our religion is good for us, theirs 
for them. But we are far from being difcouraged. We are fenfi- 
ble that the hearts of heathens as well as chriftians are in the hands 
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of God, and in his own time he will turn them unto him. Much 
wifdom and prudence is neceflary in our prefent fituation. A lit- 
tle departure from pruder ce might at once deftroy the mifficn. 
We ftill feel happy and thankful, that God has made it our du- 
ty to live among the heathens. Though we have met, and con- 
tinue to meet with many trials and difcouragements, yet we have 
never for a moment been ferry that we undertook this miffion. 
This climate is one cf the moft healthy in the world. There are 
only two monihs in the year when it is feverely hot. We doubt 
net but you pray much for us in this miferable land, deprived of 
all Chriftian fociety. We need much, very much grace, that we 
may be faithful, and bear a faittful teftimony to the religion of Jefus. 
Adieu, my fifters. May God be with yc u. and grant you much 
of his prefence, is the fincere and ardent prayer of your fill affcce 
tionate fifter, N. JUDSON. 


ConneGed with the preceeding area few lines from Mr. Fudfon, 
from which we add the following extra@, dated March 17, 1815. 
There is not an individual in the country that [ can pray with, 
and not a fingle foul, with whom I can have the Jeaft religious 
communion ¢ I keep myfelf as bufy as p: flidle all day long trom 
funrife till late in the evening in reading Burman, and converfing 
with the natives. I have been here a year and a half; and fo exe 
tremely difficult is the languave, perhaps the moft difficult to a 
foreigner of any on the face of "he earth, next to the Chinefe, that [ 
find myfelf ftill very inadequate to communicate divine truth intel- 
ligibly. I have in fome inftances been fo happy as to fecure the at- 
tention, and in fome degree to intereft the feelings of thofe whe 
heard me; but | am not acquainted with a fingle inftaace in which 
any permanent impreffion has heen produced. No Burman has, [ 
believe, ever felt the grace of God; and what can a folitary, feeble 
individual or two exp-& to be the means of «ff Ging in fuch a land 
as this, amid the triumphs of Sa:an, the darknefs of death? ‘The 
Lord is all-powerful, wife and good, and this confideration alone 


alway affords me unfailing confulation and fupport.

Extract of a Letter dated Colebrook, Jan. 31, 1816, 
to the Kev. J. M. Wincnexz, Bolton. 


Rev. and dear Brother, 
1 wave vot forgotten your requeft, at the time you 
vifited us, that | would write you fome account of the retorma- 
tion You will permit me firft to mention, thai this church was 
couftituted in the year 1794, with no more than 15 members; and 
about the fame time your unworthy friend was ordained to the 
paftoral charge of this little flock. Since that time we have much 
reafon to fay, the Lord has been our Shepherd. He has feveral 
times granted us refrething feafons ; and when there appeared to 
be no uncommon attention amongft the people in general, he has 
added fome to our number every year. Thus has he caufed us to 
believe, even in our darkeft feafons, that his eye was over us tor good. 
As there ts no Baptift church near us to the eaftward or weft- 
ward, our church has fpread itfelf into the adjoining towns for fev 
en or eight miles in thefe dire&tions; and Lord’s-day meetings have 
been kept up by our brethren, with occafional preaching, in both 
the extreme parts of the church. 

At no former period have we been vifited in a manner fo pow- 
erful and fo general as at the prefent. About the firft of May, 
an unufual folemnity appeared upon the minds of the people, 
and fome in this part of the church were deeply wrought upon by 
the power of the Holy Spirit: but the inftances were few until the 
latter part of the month, when the fhower of divine grace began 
to defcend more copioufly upon the weftern branch of the church. 
Some of the moft giddy and thoughtlefs youth were arrefted in 
their career of vanity and fin; their thoughts were turned to the 
folemnities of death, judgment and eternity! Their eyes were 
opened to fee their loft condition, and they were conftrained to 
cry, “what fhall we do to be faved ?””? Some were foon brought to 
a humble reliance on the Saviour of finners, and to rejoice in the 
truth as it is in Jefus. O who can limit the Holy One! The 
bleffed Saviour came “not to call the righteous, but finners to 
repentance.” 

From this weftern extremity of the church the work appeared te 
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f{pread in almoft every direction ; but eaftward moft powerfully ; 
moving on with a fteady and irrefiftible progrefs ; and embracing 
finners of various denominations, of almoft every age and charac- 
ter, from children of 6 or 7, to thofe who have fpent four fcore 
years in‘rebellion againft God. ‘Thus conquering and fubduing 
his foes, has Prince Immanuel moft glorioufly pafled through the 
midft of us. Not like earthly conquerors, does the King of Zion 
mark his way with blood, and leave behind him ruin, peverty, 
tears and defolation; but he conquers only to fave; and joy and 
gladnefs, plenty and thankfgiving, and fongs of praife attend his 
triumphant courfe. 

Ninety-fix precious fouls have already been added to this church 
fince the work began. Nearly thirty others have given us fatisfac- 
tory evidence of a change of heart. Not far from eighty have 
been added to the Congregational church in this place, «which has 
fhared largely in this refrefhing feafon; and a large number of 
hopeful converts among them have not yet made a public profeffion. 
The work did not make its appearance amongft them until Sep- 
tember : but it has been more rapid with them than with us. 

Many others have joined the adjacent churches of different de- 
nominations ; for the operations of the Holy Spirit have not been 
confined within a narrow compafs. In fine, the moft aged of our 
inhabitants have never before witnefled fuch an extenfive and 
powerful work of God in this part of the land. 

O my dear brother, how can I exprefs my gratitude to God, 
for fuch things as he has caufed my eyes to fee, my ears to hear, 
and my heart to feel, within thefe few months paft ? 

During the laft fix months I have generally been enabled to at- 
tend four or five meetings every week, befide the duties of the 
Lords-day. Though often exceedingly crowded, our meetings have 
uniformly been folemn, and remarkably free from confufion. While 
we are happy in the moft firm belief, that this has been the work 
of the Lord, and while we defire to afcribe moft devoutly all the 
praife to him, we would not be unmindful of the means he has been 
pleafed to ufe in its accomplifhment. In the beginning of it, he 
raifed up a young man in the midft of the weftern branch of the 
church to be the inftrument of much good. He was a member of 
Williams College; and although for confiderable time he had en- 
tertained a good hope, as we believe, in the blefled Saviour, and 
had felt and believed that it would be his duty to enter the minif- 
try, he had not yet feen his duty clear to make a public profeffion. 
His father had defigned him for a Congregational minifter, but it 
appears the Lord had different determinations. He felt it now his 
duty to own Chrift openly. He had been {prinkled when a child, 
but could not realize that to be “the anfwer of a good confcience 
toward God”? for himfelf; nor find that infant {prinkling was a doc- 
trine of the Bible. Yet he could not be willing to become a Baptift. 
His own inclination, his worldly intereft, his father’s houfe, and 
his numerous relatives and friends, were all in oppofition to fuch a 
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courfe. At length, however, he was conftrained to turn his back 
upon them all, to “leave father and mother, and to take up his 
crofs and follow Chrift,” “being buried with him by baptifm.” 
After this, we gave him our approbation as a preacher, and the 
Lord alfo has approved, and greatly bleffed his labours. 

The ordinance of baptif{m, on the adminiftration of which great 
aflemblies have attended, has been the means of awakening many. 
How different, how far different in their effects are the appoint- 
ments of God from the traditions of men!—The preaching of the 
word has been greatly blefled. The labours of my brethren in the 
miniftry, who have occafionally preached in this and the other 
parts of the church, have been crowned with great fuccefs ; and ef- 
pecially at the time of the Hartford (formerly the Danbury) A ffo- 
ciation, held with us in the fall. 

What fhall we render unto the Lord for all his wonderful works f

MASSACHUSETTS BAPTIST EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


AS the feafon is approaching when it will be of im- 
portance that the friends of truth fhould exert themfeives in behalf 
of this infant inftitution, it may not be improper to give fome ac- 
count of its origin and defign. 

A number of miniftring brethren, with feveral intelligent private 
Chriftians, were deeply affected with the confideration, that many 
pious young men endowed with promifing gifts, had no means of 
acquiring thofe fubordinate attainments, which might contribute te 
their more extenfive ufefulnefs in the church of God. hey were, 
therefore, defirous that provifion fhould be made for the inftruction 
of fuch. With thefe impreflioms, they came to a refolution to rec- 
ommend the fubject to the attention of the Bofton Baptift A ffocia- 
tion. It met with the moft cordial reception and fupport. A 
fociety was organized, and an executive committee appointed to 
manage its concerns. 

The fpecial defign of this Society cannot be better expreffed than 
in the third article of the conftitution. ‘ The object of this Society 
fhall be to afford the means of education to young men of the Bap- 
tift denomination, who {hall furnifh evidence to the churches of 
which they are members, and to the executive committee hereafter 
named, of their perfonal piety and call to the gofpel miniftry.” 

Since the period of its formation, the Lord has given manifeft 
tokens of his approbation. The Treafurer has received upwards 
of feven hundred dollars from churches and individuals. And 
our worthy Sifters, who are feldom behind us in labours of love, 
have united together in feveral places for the advancement of the 
fame obje&. One generous difciple of Chrift, whofe name we are 
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not allowed to know, has authorized the Prefident of the inftitu- 
tion to draw for feven hundred dol'ars, to affift young men who are 
looking forward to the work of the miniftry hefe are circum- 
fiances of peculiar encouragement. Three ycung men are already 
purfuing their ftudies with the Rev. Mr Cuapiin of Danvers; and 
have given fatisfactory proof of their diligence and proficiency. 
But to extend the plan, and receive frefh applicants, the continued 
and increafing liberality of Chriftians is neceflary. It is hoped 
that many arguments are not needed to enforce fo plain, and mo- 
mentous a duty. 

Let it be remembered that the age of miraculous endowments 
has ceafed ; that, therefore the gift of tongues, and a folid and ex- 
tenfive knowledge of the holy fcripwures, with an ability to commu- 
nicate that knowledge, are not to be obtained by an inftantaneous, 
fepernatural impulfe on the mind. It is here as in other purfuits, 
that * the hand of the diligent maketh rich.” It will be acknowl. 
edged without hefi:ation, that God alone can teach his people and 
his minifters effeftually ; that, without Him we can know nothing; 
but it is equally certain, that He imparts inftruction, and prepares 
his fervants for fuccefsful fervice in the ufe of means. 

‘Yhere can be no doubt that many men whofe knowledge has been 
very circumfcribed, have been the honoured inftruments of turn- 
ing many to righteoufnefs. They have been eminently ufeful in 
the ftations afligned them by divine providence. But if under fe- 
rious difadvantages they have done fo much good; is it not ra- 
tional to fuppofe, that with the bl fling of God, they would have 
been more extenfively ufeful had they entered on the work under 
more aufpicious circumftances? I am _ perfuaded, that many of 
thefe dear, and valuable fervants of Chrift would be among the 
firft, to lament the inadequate opportunities they enjoyed ; and to 
urge upon their younger brethren the importance of treafuring up 
a ftock of information, on fubj-éts of literature and theology, be- 
fore they commence their minilterial career. The queftion ought 
not to be, With what degree of knowledge may a minifter be ufe. 
ful? But, With what degree of knowledge may he be moft exten- 
fively ufeful? And in determining this queflion, we ought to feel 
ourfelves under the moft weighty obligations to give every facility 
and encouragement to our young men, in the purfuit of their fiud- 
ies, which their fituation may require. 

There is another confideration of great weight. ‘The intellec. 
tual improvement which is obfervable in the ftate of fociety. 
Within fifty years, a great and happy change has taken place in 
the views of parents as it refpedts the inftruction of their offspring. 
It is a pleafing faé, that the means of a common education are 
now placed within the reach of almoft all. Knowiedge is more 
generally diffufed through every clafs of the community; while in 
every fection of our country there are fome who have enjoyed the 
advantages of a liberal education, men of tafte and fcience. How 
defirable, then, if a public teacher would command attention and 
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refpect, that he fhould not only be equal but fuperior, in point of 
information, to the people, whom he is called to addrefs. 

But how is this information to be obtained ? By what means 
are our young minifters to acquire and maintain that eminence ir 
knowledge and wifdom, which will give them weight and influ. 
ence in the fphere in which they may move? They are indeed, 
rich in piety, and natural endowments; but they are poor, as to 
earthly treafure ; and are not able to meet the expenfes of fuch an 
education as might be of ineapreflible fervice to them, and the 
caufe of truth all their days. We muft come forward to their af 
fitance. We muft contribute a portion of the property with 
which we are entrufted. The great Head of the church requires 
it. **{he earth is the Lord’s and the fulnefs thereof.” We are 
only his fewards. Do we defire to be accounted faithful flew- 
ards ?— An opportunity of fhewing our love to his caufe will foon 
be prefented. At the lait Bolton affociation it was recommended 
to the churches, that, at fome convenient t:me in the courfe of the 
fummer, they fhould have colleétions in aid of this important ob- 
je&. It is hoped that the recommendation will not be forgotten, 
and that our churches will difcover a liberality of fpirit not fur- 
paffed on any former occafion. 

Brethren ! “ be not weary in well doing.” But encourage your- 
felves by looking forward to the period when you {hall reap the 
fruit of your charity, in the enlightened zeal, and diltinguifhed 
nfefulnefs, ef thofe men of God who have commenced their pub- 
lic labours under your foltering care.

tial fervice ; and we hope the hearts of other female friends will be 
opened, to participate with us in the pleafure of contributing to the 
pecuniary refources of pious.young men, whofe finances are toe 
circumfcribed to be adequate for the fupply of all their wants. 
Brilliant talents are often ob‘cured by a combination of local cir- 
eumftances, and need the foftering hand of patronage to call them 
into action. Imagine to yourfelves the fituation.of a young man, 
rejoicing in the love of Chrift, and made fully fenfible of the depths

ef wretchednefs and mifery from which he has been redeemed. 
He moft ardently withes to convince his fellow-creatures of their 
impending danger; but feels himfelf deftitute of thofe qualifica- 
tions requifite for a preacher of the gofpel He longs to attain 
them, but the hard hand of poverty lays heavy upon him. He is 
Jed thus to interrogate himfelf: ‘ What fhall Ido? What courfe 
fhall [ take in the ‘prefent uncultivated ftate of my mental facul- 
ties? Under thefe embarraffments, how can I hope to fucceed in 
declaring to a finful world, the neceffity of repentance, and faith in 
Jefus Chrift as the only ground of hope for falvation? Wo is me if 
IT preach not the gofpel.”” But the chiiling influence of penury blights 
all his wifhes ! and he knows not where to turn for aid, till fome 
friendly hand points co the * Education Society.”? From this fource, 
the door of knowledge is opened to his view. His ardent genius 
bounds at the profpect. All the energies of his mind are called 
into action; and while with unremitting zeal he explores the re- 
Bi ms of fcience, it is the earnelt defire of his heart, that human 
iterature may be ufefully employed as the handmaid of heavenly 
wifdom. ‘Though not under the dominion of a vain ambition, he 
is neverthelefs defirous of obtaining fuch acquirements as fhall com. 
port with the general ufages of his country, and which will enable 
him to fupport an appearance of propriety and refpectability. 

Whilft we confider ourielves collectively as an Auxiliary to the 
parent Society, let us efteem it our pleafure and privilege, to lighten 

the burden of anxiety on the minds of fuch young men as are un- 

der their patronage; and with a fifterly kindnefs attend to the fup- 
plying of their wardrobe or other wants, that may not come un- 
der the cognizance of the Truftees of that inftitution.* 

With thefe views, we have made fuch appropriations of your 
funds, as will be exhibited by the account current of your Treafurer. 

The fubjeé is important; let us endeavour to ftimulate otherseio 
engage with us, in {moothing the brow of care, and encouraging 
the hearts of thofe young brethren, who are willing to give up all 
lucrative employments and profpects of amafling the treafures of 
this world, for “the unfearchable riches of Chrilt,” and the fatif- 
faction of teaching others to “feek for the Pearl of great price.” 
Our feeble efforts are accompanied by our fervent defires, that they 
may be happily inftrumental in turning many to righteoufnefs, and 
afterwards fhine as the {tars for ever and ever.

ADDRESS TO A MINISTERIAL CANDIDATE. 


Mr. Epitor, 
Tue following addrefs was delivered by the Paftor of one 


of our churches to a young brother, at the time of his approbation 
as a candidate for the miniftry. If, in your opinion, it would be 
ufeful to others who are looking forward to that great work, you 
will confer a favour by inferting it in the Magazine. Hosres. 


My dear Brother, 

It devolves on me to inform you that this church, of 
which you are a member, from their knowledge of your Chriftian 
experience, your views of truth, your general deportment, your 
gifts, and your exercifes with reference to the work of the miniftry, 
are fatisfied that the Saviour has called you to preach the gofpel. 
They have unanimoufly agreed to approbate you as a licentiate in 
the minjftry. 

While I exprefs my fatisfaction at the event of this evening, and 
the lively intereft which I cannot but take in your future courfe, 
allow me to make a few obfervations which the prefent occafion 
iuggefts. 

‘ et it be your aim to maintain daily intercourfe with Heaven. 
Talents, however fplendid, if not connected with piety, can fecure 
neither comfort nor ufefulnefs to their pofleflor. ‘Thofe who have 
= before you in this fervice, have found that their freedom, and 

appinefs, and fuccefs in the pulpit have generally been propor- 
tioned to their devotion in the clofet. If, therefore, you would be 
ufefuj, live near to God. 

A young minifter is expofed to many temptations. It is of im- 
portance you fhould know them, that you may either avoid or fuc- 
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cefsfully refift them.—Should your labours be approved, they will, 
perhaps, at times, be unfeafonably applauded.—Beware of the in- 
toxicating effects of praife. Be not vainly puffed up. Remember 
that it is God who maketh us to differ; that whatever we have, 
has been received; and therefore we ought not to boaft as though 
we had not received it. 

Nothing will fecure to you the affection and confidence of Chrif- 
tians fo much as unfeigned humility. It is the lovelieft garment 
in which a minifter of Jefus can be clad. 

Should you meet with difcouragements from within and from 
without, be not furprifed nor deprefled. Nothing of importance 
was ever achieved without meeting with obftructions and difficul- 
ties. But encourage yourfelf in the Lord your God, recollecting 
the affurance of him who has faid: ‘Lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.’ 

It is probable that you will foon enter on a courfe of ftudies . 
preparatory to your fully engaging in the work of the miniftry. 
Two things will claim your {pecial regard,—diligence, and a fenfe 
of dependence upon God.—Ilt is a maxim with which you are well 
acquainted, that ‘the hand of the diligent maketh rich.” Paul 
exhorted Timothy, ‘to give attendance to reading, to meditate 
upon thefe things, to give himfelf wholly to them, that his profit- 
ing might appear to all.’ Let this charge ever be remembered ; 
—it is the voice of infpiration. But never forget that all your 
fufficiency is of God. Without Him, you can do nothing. Ever 
bear in mind the remark of Watts: ‘Study without prayer is 
atheifm ;—Prayer without ftudy is prefumption.’ 

Many ferious Chriftians have raifed objections again literary 
and theological feminaries, becaufe they have feen young men 
come out of them vain, oftentatious, and almolt devoid of {piritu- 
ality. I confider fuch inftitutions of vaft importance to our Zion, 
and therefore it is my ardent wifh that thofe who enjoy the privi- 
leges of a feminary, may prove its utility by their improvement, 
their deportment, and their eminence in the church of Chrift. 

Should you become diftinguifhed for your piety, your attain- 
ments, your fidelity and zeal, it will afford me a happinefs which 
language cannot exprefs. But fhould you depart from the faith 
or practice of the gofpel, it will be among the fevereft difappoint- 
ments in my life. I have no reafon, however, for apprehending 
fuch a painful event; and I will not cherifh fuch unwelcome and 
gloomy fears. 

May the Lord Almighty blefs you, my brother. Go forth in 
his ftrength and in the power of his might. Enter the highways 
and hedges of our world, and compel finners to come in, that they 
may partake of the feaft which Heaven has prepared ; and what- 
ever good may refult from your efforts, afcribe the whole to that 
Divine Spirit, who defcended on the primitive teachers, qualified 
them for their work, and rendered efficacious the meffages they 
proclaimed.

REMARKS ON INDOLENCE. 


[Extracted from a late periodical work.] 


Inpovence is the fruitful fource of almoft every evil. 
It has a natural tendency to deftroy our comfort, {tagger our faith, 
fhake our hope, fpoil our peace, and involve us in the horrors of 
gloom and defpondency. 

It prevents our enjoyment of the fenfible prefence of God, and 
deftroys that fweet communion with the bleffed* Redeemer, which 
is the life and glory of the immortal foul. It prevents our taking 
that aétive part in the fervice of God, which becomes us as ration- 
al creatures and profeffors of religion. It hinders us from dif- 
charging the relative duties incumbent on us as members of the 
great body. It robs God of his glory, and our fellow-creatures of 
their due. 

In a word, it is utterly incompatible with the Chriftian life, 
which is reprefented as a fcene of vigour and attivity. Thofe fig- 
ures which reprefent the moft extraordinary exertions of body and 
mind, are made ufe of in the defcription of a godly life; fuch as 
“ watching, firiving, running, wreflling, and fighting.’”? The important 
objects propofed to our faith feem to call for the moft powerful ex- 
ertions of all our faculties, in the glorious purfuit. The glory of 
God, and the falvation of fouls, are the objects propofed : of what 
infinite magnitude are they, and how forcibly they prefs upon our. 
minds! Of what importance it is, then, that we, with unremitting 
ardour, prefs forward in the glorious conflit ! With what zeal do 
the men of this world’ feek after tranfitory good! They rife early 
and fit up late, and eat the bread of carefulnefs; they call into ex- 
ertion every power and faculty, both of body and of mind, in order 
to accomplifh their purpofes; they ranfack fea and land, and 
leave no corner of the globe unexplored, if they have the leaft hopes 
of deriving any benefit thereby. Their nights are fpent in care 
and anxiety, their days are labour and toil; indolence is driven from 
their doors, and lazinefs durft not enter their dwellings. And all 
this for earthly good, a poor perifhing trifle, which in a few days 
they muft leave forever. 

Blufh, Chriftian, blufh! Wilt thou fuffer thyfelf to be outdone 
in fuch a cafe? Shall the votaries of this poor perifhing world, 
whofe inheritance with all their joys muft foon perifh, difcover fo 
much zeal and ardour to obtain their fordid prize, whilft thou, with 
a moft glorious objeé before thee, canft fit down eafy and content- 
ed, bound in the filken chains of indolence, and folding thy hands 
together, doze away the precious moments which are beftowed 
upon thee for the moft important purpofes? For fhame! Arife, 
fhake off this deadly enemy—enter the lifts with this mortal foe ! 
Be no longer a flave to this hateful monfter! but break his magic 
wand, deftroy his fafcinating charms. Arife from a bed of floth; 
ery mightily to Him who is able to help in time of need; gird up 

















the loins of thy mind, and run the Chriftian race with patience and 
alacrity. Confider what ftrong motives are placed before thee, to 
induce thee to action. Noble examples are before thine eyes: im- 
itate them, and let your laborious exertions in the caufe of truth, 
bear witnefs to your zeal for God, and love to his people. Let 
the holy patriotifm, the flaming zeal, and glorious labours of the 
ancient patrtarchs, prophets, apoftles and martyrs, together with 
the unwearied travels of thoufands ef the dear children of God in 
all ages, who counted no facrifice too great for the honour of God; 
let thefe ftimulate you to prefs forward in the fervice of your Re- 
deemer. Shall we leok back to ancient times only, fortrue devo- 
tion and ardent zeal in the beft of caufes? No, blefled be God, 
modern times furnifh us with glowing examples; fuch as fhould 
raife the blufh of fhame upon our lukewarm cheeks. 

The burning zone, with all its fickly horrors, the polar regions 
buried in almoft uninterrupted froft, and covered with perennial 
fnow, bear witnefs to the indefatigable attempts of many of the 
dear fervants of God, who forfake father and mother, houfe and 
land, and almoft all the comforts of civilized life, to bear the name 
of Jefus to poor perifhing fouls. Among others, we fee a number 
of the fair daughters of Zion, leaving the land of their nativity, 
with ail the endearments of the parental roof, braving the horrors. 


of the briny deep, with all the dangers that-may await them in the * 


land of fuperitition and idolatry ; for the love they bear to the 
name of Jefus, and the precious fouls of their fellow-creatures.

The empire of Jefus is rifing, 
the day of the Lord is at hand, and the figns of the times indicate 
that the day of the battle of the Lord of hofts is near. On the 
one fide appear the powers of darknefs, muftering their forces and 
preparing to defeat the great defigns of Fehovab. On the other 
hand, we difcover the glorious prince Emmanuel, collecting his 
fons from afar, and his daughters from the ends of the earth. The 
eaft and the weft, the north and the fouth, have heard his voice. 
The ifles of the fea have witneffed the joyful found. Almoft every 
breeze wafts to our delighted ears, fome pleating intelligence of 
renewed exertions in the caufe of ruth. An active fpirit appears 
to be pervading all ranks and orders of people, from the prince te 
the peafant.

A GEnTiEemAN from Skaneateles, under date of April 20, 
2816, to his brother im this town, writes as follows, viz :—** God 
has been merci/:| to the inhabitants of this weftern country. Va- 
rious parts have experienced plentiful effufions of the Holy Spirit, 
and we hope many have been brought to the knowledge and ac- 
knowledgment of the truth 

“ fhe 2d. church in Maicellus has experienced a refrefhing fea- 
fon from the prefence of the Lord. About 50 have been baptized. 
In Sempronius, on the fame fide of the Lake, there has been a 
wonderful reformation ! 

In the midft of this good work, their Elder, R. Niles, was called 
by death into the world of fpirits. He was one of the molt godly and 
ufeful minifters in the Cayuga Affuciation. His dying words were, 
* Lord, now letteff thou thy fervant depart in peace, for mine eyes have 
feen thy falvation.”’ : 


In a letter to the Rev. Mr. Winchell, dated Troy, May 6, 
the writer fays—“ Since the firlt of February laft, there have been 
seceived into the Prefbyterian church 98 members; into the Bap- 
tilt 56, and into the Mecthodift go; total, 244; and there are ma- 
ny more under conviction.” Forty of thofe received into the Bap- 
tift church were baptized in one day, in the prefence of 4 or 5000 
people, from Troy, Lanfinburg, Albany, &c. The remaining 16 
who joined the. Baptift church were baptized on the 5th. inftant. 
On the baptizing the 16 at 8 o’clock in the morning, and the re- 
ceiving the g8 into the Prefbyterian church, the writer thus ob- 
ferves: “ A more folemn day i never witnefled, and perhaps never 
fhall again.” 

A letter from Bath of the sth. inftant, received by the Editor, 
mentions, that fince the revival commenced in that place, 42 per- 
fons had been baptized, and numbers more were expected {oon to 
go forward. Whata glorious day! The Lord is gathering in his 
ele& from the ealt, from the weft, from the north, and from the 
fouth. May the whole earth be filled with his glory.

Diep in Plymouth, (Vermont) Auguft 22, 1815, Mrs. 
Saran WacuincsForp, wife of Mr. Joel W. of that place. In 
the 21ft. year of her age, Mrs. W. was called to part with her af- 
fectionate father, and was herfelf arreited with ficknefs at the fame 
time. Thefe two afflictive providences were fandétitied, as we have 
good reafon to hope, for her everlafting good. She was brought 
to fee her loft condition, and at length obtained a comfortable 
evidence of her intereft in Chrift; and atter deliberately examinin 
the fubjeé&t, was baptized by the Rev. W. Elliot, of Mafon, (N.H. 
April 29, 1807, and gave herfelt a member of the church under 
his paftoral care. 

A few months after her baptifm, fhe wrote to an abfent brother 
as follows :—* I want to mention the goodnefs of God to my poor 
foul, who, of all his creatures, am the moft unworthy and ungrate- 
ful. But I fhould fail in the attempt fhouid [ try to defcribe what 
I have lately felt of the love of Chrift. All I can fay is, that Je~ 
fus has renewedly manifefted himfelf to my foul, as my God and 
my Redeemer. He has brought me into his banquetting houfe, 
and his banner over me has been love. O the iweetneis of the 
love of Chrilt; it is inexpreffible! I felt fuch an evidence of the 
prefence of the Lord, that 1 thought I could fay, ‘* This is none oth- 
er than the houfe of God, this ts the gate of heaven.” 

Mrs. W. was enabled to adorn her profeffion by a holy, ufeful 
life. Previous to her marriage, fhe had been engaged for 8 or 
feafons in teaching a {fchool. Her judicious counfels and faithful 
admonitions, will long be remembered by many of her young pu- 

ils, 

, In the month of April, 1815, fhe caught a heavy cold, which 
laid the foundation of her fucceeding complaints. No very ferious 
apprehenfions were at firft entertained; but her cough increafing, 
with fome other dangerous fymptoms, alarmed the fears of her 
friends. At this feafon fhe wrote her brother as follows :—*“ The 
Lord is good to me. I am a little more comfortable. I have 
been thinking of living, and of dying ; and which I fhould choofe, 
I can hardly determine. Through grace, I enjoy a good degree 
of calmnefs. I truft the Lord will carry me through whatever is 
before me.” 

The Lord’s-day before her death, fhe appeared very happy in 
her mind: calling her hufband to her bed-fide, fhe (with a cheer- 
ful countenance) converfed freely on the near profpeé of exchang- 
ing the company of her friends on earth, for the happy fociety of 
faints and angels above. Exhorting her companion to be fubmif- 
five to the will of God, and faithful-in the caufe of Chrift. 

Early on Tuefday morning fhe complained of being faint, but 
foon revived again. About half-paft feven fhe faid to her fifter, 
‘J believe I am going.”—Her hufband being called in, the faid,

<‘ Do pray for me, that God would be with me now in this trying 
hour.” Soon after, fhe thus exprefled herfel/i—“ Dear Jefus, leave 
me not manifeft thyfelf unto me as my Saviour. ‘Thou didft 
die for poor finners; I am a poor finner. O come and take me 
to thyfelf ; I cannot go except thou comeft. Come, Lord Jefus, 
come quickly Into thine hands 1 commend my {pirit.”” She ut- 
tered many more expreflions to the fame import, and continued to 
pray and to exhort all around her to “remember eternity,” until 
about 8 o’clock in the morning, Auguft 22, when fhe fell afleep 
in the arms of Jefus. Her remains were interred on Thurfday 
following, when a very folemn and affecting difcourfe was deliver- 
ed by Rev. J. Going, of Cavendifh, trom Pfalm cxvi. 15. 











Died in Cumberland, on the firft of April, of the prevailing epi- 
demic, the Rev. Jason Livermore. He had not the charge 
of any church; but was (it is believed) on a miffion, when death 
called him off from his work. He was favoured with a hope, full 
ef immortality.

Baldwin, William Brame, Peter Winne, Jeremiah Moore, John 
Turner, David Mc Cargo, William Bafkett, Benjamin Bales, and 
William Clopton. This long lift is taken from a letter from the 
Rev. Benjamin Watkins, of Powhatan county, Vir. dated Feb. 23, 
2816, to the Editor. | 

«The above minifters, fays Mr. Watkins, or the moft of them, had 
the paftoral charge of churches, and were pious, godly men. What 
does it indicate when we fee labourers laying down their hooks, 
their fcythes, &c.? It denotes that night is coming on, and that 
they have done their work. So when we fee the minifters of Jefus 
Jaying down their Bibles, and leaving their refpective flocks, it de- 
notes that a time of darknefs, a night feafon is coming on; a time 
of ignorance and fuperftition. ‘Then will thofe ravening wolves and 
beafts of prey, who have been lurking in the dark places of the 
earth, fhow themfelves.

| Mrs. Saran Cuarin, late confort of Rev. Petarian 
Cuapin of Campton, N. H. was born in Springfield, Maffachufets, 
June, 1747, of refpectable parents. She poffefled a mind which, 
improved by edication, gave her a pleafing charadter in the path of 
civil life. Yet while young fhe faw her depravity, and her ne ed 
of an intereft in the merits of the Redeemer. The manner in 
which fhe was brought to attend to the concerns of her foul, was 
a little fingular. Being naturally fond of reading, one day when | 
viliting one of her friends, fhe faw Hervey’s Meditations, and faid oa 
the wifhed to borrow the book. Her friend replied, I imagine AI 
you have a notion to be religious. She faid no more about bor- 5 
rowing the book; but reflecting afterwards that fhe had negle@ted 
borrowing a religious book for fear of being reproached, gavé her 
fuch painful feelings, that fhe foon fent and bought one, which was brig 
a means of increafing her ferious impreffions. She continued fome i, 
time much impreffed, fearing that the fhould be given up to hard- LA 
nefs of heart, and her foul be forever loft.

By. ficknefs and pain fhe was “ in deaths oft,” but her tribulations 
appeared to work patience y under them fhe would often fay, thy 
rod and thy ftaff comfort me. God chaftifes me with one hand, but 
he holds me up’with the other. In new trials fhe often found freth 
comfort and fupport from the word of God. Many have witnefled, 
when under trials, that in her they found a child. of ccnfolation, 
who would comfort others with the comfort wherewith fhe was 
comforted of God ; and fhe could fay, 


* Oft ‘has my soul in secret bless’d 
Affliction’s chastening rod ; 

It weans me from the creature's breast, 
And brings ng near to God.” 


She pitied thofe whom fhe faw in affliction, and thofe who trufted 
her as a friend, never found that in her they placed miftaken con- 
fidence. Thofe who appeared to be the friends of Zion, the treat- 
ed with great freedom, in things pertaining to the kingdom of God, 
and appeared much more delighted with them, than in {peaking of 
her own attainments. She was efteemed and recommended in 
feveral Congregational churches, while fhe waiked with them; but 
in the year 1806 her attention was called anew to the Subjels and 
mode of baptifm, by reading the fermons publifhed by Mr. Merrill* 
on that fabje&t. She now faw that fhe had not, as fhe ought, be- 
fiowed proper attention on the fubject, by /carching the fer iptures 
whether thefe things are fo. She therefore read her Bible with im- 
partiality, to find the right way of the Lord in the order of his 
houfe ; and was at lerigth fu ly convinced, that fhe had no baprifm, 
fupported by the example and authority of the great Head of the 
church After ftating to the church of which fhe was a member, 
her views of the fubject, with Chriltian meeknefs and fortitude, 
fhe went down into the water, and was baptized, July 21, in the 
year 1806, znd in the fixtieth year of her age. In this prof flion 
fhe was ftedfaft till her death. Confcious that baptifm is before 
communion in the order of the church, fhe was a particular com- 
munion baptif?. Her change of fentiments, however, did not change 
her candour and charity towards other Chriltians with whom the 
could not agree in the order of the church. With fuch fhe culti- 
vated friendfhip in gofpel fimplicity.

In the endearing relation of a wife, fhe was a traveller and com- 
panion in the kingdom of Chrift. ‘To her neareft friend, fhe was 
indeed an help-meet for him, to aflift him to bear the burden of life, 
and to encourage him to commit himfelf and tamily to the Lord, 
when called to preach the gofpel abroad. She would never complain 
of his long abfence, but would welcome his return with thanks to 
the Father of mercies for his goodnefs to them while abfent ; and 
could often fpeak of the comfort fhe had found at the throne of 
grace, in leaving her dearest friend tu the care of a faithful God, 
by family and fecret prayer. 

As a parent, in the care of her only child, her authority was ex- 
preflive of faithfulnefs and tendernefs. No rafh or bitter words, 
which excite rather than correét the paflions of children, came from 
her lips, when called to adminifter correction or. reproof ; when 
duty to her God and to her child, called her to the painful tafk, it 
was done with prayer to God for his blefling. For the falvation 
of the foul of her child, fhe feemed to travail in birth—Her earneft 
prayers, her flowing tears and faithful exhortations could witnefs, 
that fhe loved with the heart of a Chriftian parent. 

She appeared much weaned from the world, and with calmnefs 
and fubmiffion would fpeak of the fhortnefs of life, and of the vani- 
ty and uncertainty of all things here. She was faithful in her do- 
meitic affairs, to do the work of the day, in the day ; and then 
leaving the event with God, {fhe trufted in his faithfulnefs, power, 
and goodnefs under the moft dark and trying difpenfations of prov- 
idence. She would fay from Newton’s hymns : 


Be still, my heart, these anxious cares, 
To thee are burdens, thorns and snares, 
They cast dishonour on thy Lord, 

And contradict his gracious word. 
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Brought safely by his hand thus far, 
Why wilt thou now give place to fear ? 
How canst thou want if he provide, 

Or lose thy way with such a guide. 
He who has help’d me hitherto, 

Will help me all my journey thro’, 
And give me daily cause to raise 

New Eéenezers tc his praise. 


About four years before her death, fhe had a very painful fick- 
nefs ; but in fubmiffion to the willof God, fhe could fay, “ 'There’s 
not a wave of trouble rolls, acrofs my peaceful breaft.” She ap- 
peared willing to live or die, wholly refigned to the will of God, 
to leave her family and all with him. She would often afk to 
have the 446th. Pfalm fung—* I'll praife my Maker with my 
breath, &c.” On January 1ft. fhe attended public worfhip all 
day, and was noticed to appear remarkably well for one in her 
feeble flate. But on Wednefday morning following, the was taken 
with a violent fever, which bid defiance to the moft powerful efforts 
of medical aid. Though fhe appeared free from mental derange- 
ment, her bodily diftrefs was fo great, that fhe could fay but little 
ref{pecting the ftate of her mind in the trying fcene. She complain- 
ed of feeling ftupid, but manifefted that fhe could refign herfelf to the 
will of God, and that “fhe would not live always.” She appear- 
ed often in prayer, and was heard fo fay, “* To whom fhall 1 go 
but unto thee ; thou haft the words of eternal life.’”? On Friday 
evening about 7 o’clock fhe breathed her laft. 

Although not favoured with fuch fweet and tranfporting views of 
future glory, as have often been granted to the faints of the Moft 
High, ina dying hour; yet blefled be God for many refrefhing 
feafons which he had given her, in paft inftances of her life, in 
which her foul could rejoice:in God her Saviour. In meetings for 
focial prayer, pious women have witnefled her humble fupplica- 
tions at the mercy feat, for bleffings which will be realized in the 
future glorified flate of the blefled, who die in the Lord. It is 
recorded of a royal faint, “Singing women fpake of Jofiah in 
their lamentations.”” It may be faid, many women {peak of their 
departed friend in their lamentations. 








Campton, Pune 1, 1815. 
Dear Sir, 

I have given you a brief but very broken ftatement, of one who 
had fpecia! intereft in my eftéem as a friend and a Chriftian, long 
before the bonds were upon me, which are now broken by death. 
Though death now iriumphs over my better half, I hope not over 
my better part. The “father of the faithful” was once called to 
bury Ais Sarah out of his fight. 1 have been called to bury my 
Sarah out of my fight. O for his faith ! by which he faw and re- 
joiced in the day of Chrift.' In fome inftances, -what he faw as 
future, has fince been realized in our world; but many things 
Ratgd by the prophets, and hoped for by the faints of old, are 
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to be accomplifhed, and at this day employ the faith and hope of 
the real friends of Chrift. All who have fellowfhip with him and 
know the power of his refurreétion in their hearts, are looking and 
waiting for his coming, and will rejoice to fee his glory difpiayed, 
when his almighty power will be manifefted in raifing the dead. 
Then all who fleep in Jefus will rejoice, that the death of the body 
is to prepare the way for a difplay of the glory of Chrift, when it 
will be feen that he hath the “ keys ot hell and of death.”” The 
faints will then fee, and feel the force of truth in a more exalted 
ftrain, than what Paul knew when by faith he could fay, **O death ! 
where is thy fting ? O grave! where is thy victory ?”’ With fuck 
views I am not comfortlefs under the bereaving ftroke, which now 
calls me to clafs my dear wife with others, who I hope have died 
in faith and now fleep in Jefus.

32. The righteous hath hope in his death. I was then, and am ftill 
fupported by that power without which I can do nothing. My 
daughter and only child is bowed down heavily as one who mourn- 
eth tor a mother ; fometimes fhe finds the rod teaches as well as 
corrects. May we be interefted in and have fellowfhip with all

ORDINATIONS. 


On Lord’s-day the 24th. of March, the Rev. Georcer 
Patterson was folemnly fet apart as Paftor of the Baptift church, 
in Norfolk, Virginia, to fulfil the important office in conjunétion 
with the Rev. Mr. Mitchell, of that place. A delegation trom 
the Epifcopal church, confifting of the Mayor of the city and 
another gentleman, waited on the brethren who were about to 
officiate, offering them and the Baptift church, the ufe of their 
large and elegant edifice on the occafion. The fame obliging 
tender was afterwards made by the Rev. Mr. Patten in favour of 
the Prefbyterian meeting-houfe. The fervices were opened, a great 
aflembly being prefent, in the Epifcopal church, by the Rev. Mr. 
White, of Philadelphia. Dr. Staughton preached the introduc- 
tory fermon from 2 Corinthians, ili. 18—and afterward propofed 
to the candidate the ufual queftions. Brother White offered the 
ordination prayer, and proceeded to give an interefting and very 
impreflive charge. The profpect opening before Mr. Patterfon, 
who for three years has been under the patronage of the Educa- 
tion Society, is highly animating. He has enjoyed the unanimous 
call of the brethren there, and appears to live in their affections. 
A confiderable revival of religion appeared to be commencing in 
Norfolk, Great numbers, for feveral fucceffive days, came out to 
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hear the word, and young people affembled in lovely bands to afk 
the way to heaven. _God grant that the expectations that were 
kindled on the occafion may be amply realized! Several minifter- 
ing brethren from neighbouring churches were prefent. It was 
pleafing to fee the different denominations in Norfolk almoft for- 
‘ get the fhades that divide them, and unite in common attachment 
to the doctrine of the crofs. 

On Wednefday evening, the 6th. of March, the Rev. Benjamin 
Coes of Philadelphia, was, by folemn ordination, fet apart in full 
to the preaching of the gofpel and the adminiftration of its ordi- 
nances. The religious ceremonies took place in the Meeting-houfe 
of the firft Baptitt church of Philadelphia, and were as follow:

Interrogation of the candidate with 
refpect to his Chriftian experience, call to the facred miniftry, belief 
of gofpel doctrines, inftitutions, &c. by the Rev. Dr. Rogers 
of Philadelphia. Ordination prayer, with the impofition of hands 
of the prefbytery, an affectionate addrefs, and the right hand of 
fellowfhip, by the Rev. Mr. Grigg, of Lower Dublin, Philadel- 
phia county. Charge to the ordained brother by the- Rev. Dr. 
Holcombe, paftor of the Church. Concluding prayer and hymns 
by the Rev. Mr. Hewfon of Kenfington, Philadelphia. The af- 
fembly was numerous, the whole of the exercifes impreflive, and 
the moft profound attention given throughout to the various devo- 
tional proceedings, by the lovers of our holy religion of feveral 
Chriflian denominations.
